2. Novelty 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

The document D1 discloses (cl. 1, col. 1, 1. 26-47): 

a weft -knitted fabric as a female part of a surface-type fastener being capable of engaging 
with the male part of the fastener. This fabric should be used as fastener for a variety of 
garments and should be therefore glued to a substrate underneath (implicitly disclosed). 
The fabric is coated on its opposite surface with an adhesive compound in such a manner 
that formed voids are not plugged up. This kind of coating appears to lead to a bonding 
pattern defining tessellating pattern elements like referred to in the application. 

2.2 The subject-matter of claims 3-6, 8-1 0 appears to be (implicitly) disclosed in D1 . 

3. Inventive step 

Dependent claim 2,7 do not contain any features which, in combination with the features of 
any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in respect of inventive 
step. 

4. Further remarks 

4.1 The expression "incorporated by reference" on p. 9, 19 should be deleted (see PCT
